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Mixed trends continued appear the 
Canadian economy February this year.

The number persons working full- 
time (35 hours more) increased 17,000 
between February and March, Fewer people 
worked part-time (less than hours) the 
week ending March than the corresponding 
week February, and fewer people who had 
jobs were away from work. The rate seasonal 
increase tull-time employment was about 
the same the corresponding port 1953.

Trends Employment and Earnings 


From 1949 the beginning 1954 labour 
income rose more than per cent. Until the 
last few months the advance resulted both from 
rising employment and higher average rates 
pay, but since November 1953 the index 
industrial employment has been slightly below 
the level the corresponding part the pre- 
vious year. very rapid rise employment 
began after the outbreak war Korea mid 
1950, and continued through The rate 
advance slackened considerably the early 
part 1952, and showed further levelling off 
The smaller rate advance between 
1952 and 1953 resulted partly from reduced em- 
ployment mining, and partly from the smaller 
relative increases many the other industrial 
groups. The manufacturing and trade groups 
together utility operation experienced 
greater relative gains employment between 
1952 and 1953 than the preceding twelve 


Employment durable goods manufacturing 
and non-durable goods manufacturing advanced 
significantly different rates the post-Korea 
period, illustrated the accompanying 
chart. Employment the manufacture durable 
goods increased nearly per cent between 
1950 and 1951, while that for non-durables 
gained per cent. From 1949 1953, the aver- 
age increase per year employment durable 
goods manufacturing was nearly 6per cent, while 
the corresponding average increase for non- 
durables through that period was about one per 
cent. This was time outstanding expansion 
Canadian durable goods manufacturing, re- 
flecting the exploration and development 
resources, the needs national defence, and 
the pressure post war backlogs consumer 
demand for such major items motor vehicles, 
household appliances and radio and television 
sets. the durable goods sector, employment 
transportation equipment experienced the most 
marked gains from 1949 1953, with the elec- 
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and supplies industry also 
showing substantial relative increase. Em- 
ploymentin the manufacture chemical products 
showed the largest relative advance among the 
major components, with paper 
products showing more moderate gain; employ- 
ment clothing manufacturing was almost 
the same level 1953 was 1949, while 
the manufacture other textile products em- 
ployed fewer workers average 1953 than 


the most recent comparison, that the 
average level January and February 
this year compared with the same months 
1953, employment durable goods manufactur- 
ing fell off about the same relative amount 
that for non-durables. Reduced employment 
the agricultural implements industry was very 
marked, while lower employment the manufac- 
ture other machinery and wood products 
and primary iron and steel also contributed 
the lower level employment that sector. 
These reductions were partly offset further 
advances employment for the manufacture 
motor vehicles and electrical apparatus and 
supplies. For non-durable goods, the largest 
percentage reductions employment took place 
the textiles and clothing industries; these 
were partly offset the continued expansion 
chemical manufactures and the paper products 


industry. the fuels sector mining, lower 
employment was experienced each successive 
year from 1949 1953 coal mining, whereas 
very substantial relative gains were made oil 
and natural gas. 


The rates increase average hourly and 
weekly earnings varied throughout the period 
1949-1953, although the increases were generally 
greater than employment. Average weekly 
earnings rose most rapidly, over the entire 
period, the forestry, construction and 
facturing industries, and for public utilities. 
with employment, marked advances average 
earnings took place 1951; the annual average 
hourly earnings manufacturing for 1951 
was nearly per cent higher than that for 1950, 
hourly rates rose average from approxi- 
mately $1.04 $1.17. This rate advance was 
only slightly reduced 1952; between 1952 and 
1953, however, when the relative increase 
manufacturing employment was greater than 
the preceding year, average hourly earnings 
manufacturing advanced about half the 
1952/51 rate. Even after this reduction, how- 
ever, the increase hourly factory earnings 
was per cent.

The durable goods sector manufacturing 
pay than non-durable manufactures, was ap- 
parent the years just prior 1949.

Prices and Other Indicators 


The substantial increases money wage 
rates between 1949 and early 1954 occurred 
against changing pattern retail prices. The 
rapid rise money wage rates and weekly earn- 
ings from 1949 1951 took place when the 
prices consumer goods also experienced 
marked advance; the consumer price index, 
for example, rose nearly per cent through 
that period. result, average weekly wages 
manufacturing expressed constant 1949 
dollars (i.e. money wages deflated the 
consumer price index) increased per cent 
from 1949 1951. However, early 1952 the 
consumer price index levelled off and for that 
year averaged only about 2.5 per cent higher 
than 1951. Weekly industrial earnings in- 
Creased average per cent the same 
comparison, with the result that ‘‘real’’ rates 


pay and average weekly salaries and wages 
showed marked gain. The more moderate in- 
creases average earnings 1953 took place 
time when the consumer price index was, 
average, slightly below the level 1952, adding 
further the increase earnings. 


Wholesale prices also advanced rapidly 
the early part the period, rising from 1949 
1951 more than per cent. Corporation 
profits before taxes experienced substantial 
gains through this period; these appeared re- 
flect almost entirely the increased gross value 
sales. Wholesale prices general fell off 
rapidly from mid 1951 through 1952, and mod- 
erate decline continued through Corpora- 
tion profits before taxes were smaller 1952 
than 1951, and further moderate decline 


occurred 1953, 


Personal expenditure goods and services, 
doubt reflecting the expansion real income 
and the rising level employment, continued 
expand throughout 1952 and 1953, These ex- 
penditures were facilitated the relaxation 
consumer credit restrictions. The amount 
credit sales and outstanding credit increased 
steadily until mid 1953; the last two quarters, 
outstanding credit receivable continued grow, 
but current sales credit were somewhat lower 
than the peak second quarter. These were re- 
placed total sales the larger value cash 
transactions. Industrial production showed 
steady rates advance from 1949 1951 
about per cent per year. This rate was 
resumed 1953, after smaller percentage in- 
crease 1952. 


Federal Revenues and Expenditures 


Federal budgetary revenue for the current 
fiscal year expected slightly higher 
than the fiscal year ended March 31, 1954, 
$4,464 million compared with $4,400 million 
rates taxation virtually unchanged; the reduc- 
tions the rates, particularly excise taxes, 
are expected reduce revenues from those 
available the 1953/54 rates only about 
$36 million. These reductions were spread over
